[ene to retrieve $1.3-million that 

council members, on second 
thought, wish they'd directed to 
social housing rather than general 
revenues. 

And groups working to build 
affordable housing are stuck with- 
out financial assistance they 
require to help the city’s homeless. 

“We're operating on the premise 
that there is a chance that the $1.3 
million could be pulled out (of 
general revenue),” said Debbie 
Saidman, spokesperson for the 
Edmonton Housing Trust Fund. 
“It's going to be pretty difficult to 
sit and wait... the problem is 
immediate but the solution is long 
term.” 

The money came as a windfall 
for the city when it was granted a 
rebate on mortgages from the 
provincial government. In a 7-6 
vote, council decided to put the 
money into general revenues.

Help for the homeless is on Hol 





“What we've done is lost a year,” 
said Coun. Bryan Anderson, who 
asked city administration for a 
report on how Calgary handled its 
rebate, and how the city could 
retrieve the $1.3 million. 

Calgary parlayed its rebate into 
$4.4 million to help the homeless. 
But a report to councillors says it 
won't be easy to recover the funds. 

“There is nowhere to pull that 
$1.3 million without losing that 
money from somewhere else,” 
Anderson said. 

Anderson suggests the city will 
likely continue to fund temporary 
additional shelter spaces out of the 
council’s contingency fund. The 
city paid $27,000 — of a $177,000 
bill shared with the province — to 
provide 56 additional spaces for 
six months, ending May 15, 1999. 

The problem of homelessness in 
Edmonton was detailed last month 
in a municipal/provincial task 
force report entitled A Call to 
Action: Homelessness in

The total on the night 
of March 18, 1999 was 836 people, 
including men, women, seniors, 
youth and families with children. 
Of these, 313 were absolute home- 
less and 523 were sheltered home- 
less (living in temporary emer- 
gency accommodations).

Ironically, few of 
you had seminal Tarzan experi- 
ences reading the namesake novel. 

Feeling bad about not having 
started with the original incarna- 
tion of the jungle lord? Don’t 

Firstly, Burroughs was pretty | 
loose on the concept of originality 
himself and seized anything that 
could bring in more cash or fame. 
Secondly, Tarzan didn’t even start 
off as a novel. It first saw light of 
day in 1912 as a serial for All-Story 
Magazine. The popularity of this 
“original” story convinced 
Burroughs to expand the serial 
into a full-blown novel in 1914. The 
novel proved a runaway hit, so the 
opportunist Burroughs would 
write another 25. Then he licensed 
out his creation to other creators 
to start the parade of cartoon, film 
and TV Tarzans. 

One of those creators was a 
Canadian, Halifax-native Hal 
Foster, who developed the first- 
ever newspaper comic strip, based 
on Burroughs’ franchise exactly 70 
years ago. 

Given the character’s success in

“G olden-bronzed and very, very desirable.” What 

is it about tanned skin that makes this 

description off the back of a bottle of low-SPF 
sunscreen ring true? Why do we desire to establish 
and maintain that sweet, honey-gold color in blatant 
disregard to warnings about melanoma and pre-aging 
skin? hat is it about a bronzed derma that creates 
such lust and obsession? 

A friend of mine, a self-proclaimed hopeless roman- 
tic, thinks it has something to do with a tan’s natu ral, 
raw beauty. He feels skin kept white and pz i 
unnatural and unhealthy. For my friend, those 
darker skin tones are somehow more pure and organic. 

Whether 

there’s any rea- 
soning to his 
thinking, it’s 
hard to deny 
the strange ar 
mal magnetism 
drawing us 
toward the 
healthy glow of 
golden flesh. 
And there may 
actually be 
some biological 
validity to this 
raw passion; it’s 
thought that a 
side effect of 
exposure to 
sunlight is the 
stimulation of 
testosterone 
production, the 
primary hor- 
mone responsi- 
ble for the male 
sex drive. 

This is not 
the only positive effect of moderate exposure to UV 
light. It’s also essential in the conversion of Vitamin D 
to its active form. Vitamin D aids in the absorption of 
calcium, which prevents osteoporosis, amongst many 
other benefits. Seasonal Affective Disorder (SAD), a 
condition of many northern climates, has been attrib- 
uted to a lack of exposure to sunlight. Sunlight can also 
be used in the treatment of many common dermatolog- 
ical maladies, such as acne, psoriasis and eczema. 

What about all the negative side effects associated 
with sunlight and tanning? It’s true many studies have 
linked extended UV exposure to melanoma and pre- 
aging skin, but few have linked moderate exposure to 
being unhealthy.

n its second year, the 
river City Shakespeare 
Festival is building on its 
reputation as the city’s 
newest and perhaps cheap- 
pst cultural event of the 
«ummer. This year Birnam 
wood comes to Hawrelak 
park, aS the Free Will 
players mount a production 
of Macbeth, Shakespeare’s 
shortest and bloodiest tragedy, 
under the direction of longtime company asso- 
ciate James MacDonald. And, to lighten the 
mood, the same cast will romp through the 
comedy The Two Gentlemen of Verona, direct- 
pd by Winnipeg emigré and University of 
Alberta directing prof Kim McCaw. 

As if the routinely stellar performances of 
Shakespeare in the Park weren’t enough, the 
festival has added a second venue in Old 
Strathcona to give you more Bard for your 
buck. 

“That's at the Varscona Theatre and there’s 
jhree productions happening there,” said 
MacDonald. “Two pocket Shakespeare, as we 
call them, which are short adaptations of The 
Tempest (adapted and directed by Geoffrey 
Brumlik) and Richard III (adapted and direct- 
ed by Scott Sharplin). The other event that’s 
happening is a new cabaret called Shakespeare 
in Love Songs, which was created by Paul 
Morgan Donald and Sheri Somerville.”

There are, of course, no zombies in 
Psycho. But there is an outstanding 
musical score by Bernard 
Herrmann — a score which Gordon 
fell no compunctions about ripping 
off, right down to the screeching 
shower-scene violins. The result is 
a rare filmic juxtaposition: music 
that instinctively makes you tense, 
and scenes that insistently make 
you retch. It’s more fun than it 
sounds. 

High Anxiety (1977): And then 
there's Mel Brooks. This is one of 
Brooks’ fair-to-middling films, 
largely forgotten between the polar- 
ities of Blazing Saddles and Life 
Stinks. He manages to lampoon 
even the more obscure Hitchcock 
films, which means some jokes are 
more suited to the art-house crowd 
(that’s right: art-house Mel Brooks). 
But you'll get the Psycho references 
loud and clear. 

If they’re still not satisfied, you 
could always suggest that little, 
black and white gem by Alfred 
Hitchcock. Why settle for imitations 
when the original is within reach?
